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Somalia: Anarchy hampers aid 


By William Reed 


When it had a functioning 
government, the seat of the 
government for the black Afri- 
can country of Somalia was in 
the city of Mogadishu. Now, this 
East African country needs 
world-wide, and organized, help 
as over two thousand of its 
people die every day from fam- 
ine and bloodshed, Western aid 
leaders, and Western aid relief 
organizers, are unable and often 
unwilling, to help Somalia’s en- 
dangered people out of fear of 
the rampant anarchy that exists 
throughout the country. World 
health sources report that one- 
third of Somalia’s population 
could die if food and health as- 
sistance doesn’t reach them 
quickly. One-fourth of the 
country’s children under five 
have already perished. 


In total crisis, Somalia was 
already a poor country before 
strongman dictator Mohammed 
Siad Barre was ousted and fled 
the country last year. Subsequent 
battles and banditry between 
rival clans have flattened much 
of the country and its economy. 
Only a few formal businesses 
operate and the electricity and 
telephone systems have been 
down close to a year. There is 
no government, police force or 
mail service. The only thing for 
certain is the repeat appearances 
of countless young gunmen who 
tote AK-47 and M-16 assault 
rifles which they can purchase 
from plentiful supplies for un- 
der $150. The “young com- 
rades,” as they are know, strut 
openly wearing t-shirts bearing 
messages such as: “I am the 
Boss” and “Cool and Deadly.” 

The airstrips where cargo 
shipments from the united 


States, France, Germany and 
Nigeria headed to this country 
land in hopes of feeding the 
millions of starving Somalis are 
overrun with what a U.S, Ma- 
rine General describes as “a 
bunch of ragged guys with 
guns.” In a recent cargo un- 
loading example, young gunmen 
raided the port and stole 300 
tons of food and 199 barrels of 
fuel. 


Part of the problem is thatin 
a starving country, food be- 


comes power and thus the prey 
of both organized looter and 
freelance. Warlords who use the 
young men to fight their battles 
pay them not in cash, but food. 
Foreign relief agencies wishing 
to move the food from planes to 
places inside Somalia must ne- 
gotiate deals with the patchwork 
of clan leaders and militia com- 
mander who have replaced or- 
ganized government. 


While 1.5 to 2 million So- 
malis are in danger of starving 


to death, the Bakaaraha Market 
in Mogadishu has become so 
glutted with stolen rice that the 
price for a 110-pound sack has 
dropped from $80 to $15 intwo 
weeks. Lawlessness runs wild, 
yet the most powerful clan leader 
in the country, General 
Mohammed Farrah Aidid, said 
that his Somali Congress group 
opposes a United Nations plan 
to send more troops to protect 
food deliveries because, “The 
arrival of the troops would spark 
new fighting in the country.”

EAST ORANGE — Ehab 
Muhammad, 12, accidentally 
drowned in the pool at the John 
Costley Sr. School-Hart Middle 
school complex while trespassing 
along with six other male youths 
between ages 10 and 15 on August 

The group entered the school 
by squeezing through an ajar door 
that had been secured with a chain 
lock. They played in the pool area 
for approximately one hour and, 
upon leaving the arca, realized that 
Muhammad was missing. When 
they discovered the victim's body 
under water at the deep end of the 
pool, two of the boys tried to rescue 
him, but were unable to do so. 

Police, Fireand Emergency Per- 
sonnel were summoned and re- 
sponded immediately, Officers Troy 
Bowers and Keith Benson of the 
East Orange Police Department 
(BOPD) removed the victim from 
the pool and took him to the trauma 
unit at University of Medicine and 
Dentistry of New Jersey, wherecon- 
tinued revival attempts failed, 

The six youths, five residents of 
East Orange and one resident of 
Orange, were charged with Juvenile 
Delinquency and Trespassing, but 
were released to the custody of their 
parents, despite charges. 

Captain Robert Roberts of the 
Community Relations Department 
of the EOPN commented: “It is 
unfortunate tha: aithough there are 
so many precautions, children al- 
ways seem to somehow get around 
them.” In Muhammad's case, the 
cost was his life.

100 beds for car thieves in correc- 
tion institutions to make the threat 
of a jail term real. 

According to leaders of the Task 
Force of Auto Theft, established 
last December in Union and Essex 
County, the task force has virtually 
eliminated thefts by joy-riders and 
are now faced with a “hard-core” 
group of about 100 repeat offend- 
ers, 


“When less than ahundred juve- 
niles are responsible tor more than 
a thousand car thefts, there is some- 
thing wrong with the system,” says 
Del Tufo. “These offenders must be 
held accountable for their actions. 
They must know that there will be 
sure and certain punishment for their 
anti-social acts.” 

Once in custody, juvenile of- 
fenders will receive remedial train- 
ing to guide them back into a law- 
abiding society. When they are re- 
leased, juveniles, along with their 
parents, will be required to continue 
that education process. 


“If wecanrecapture these young 
people, the criminal justice system 
could concentrate on the hardened 
offenders who resist early inter- 
vention efforts,” Del Tufo explained. 

The state will also provide addi- 
tional equipment, including com- 
puter, cars and communication 
equipment, and state troopers to 
assist the Auto Theft Task Force. 


‘The task force — consisting of 
members of nine municipal police 
departments, the Essex County 
Sheriff's Department, the Union 
County Police Department and the 
Port Authority Police Department 
as well as the two prosecutor's of- 
fices — recently released a sum- 
mary of its activities since it began 
operating last December. The re- 
port says that the task force has 
arrested 247 suspected car thieves 
and has recovered 235 stolen cars, 
with a total value of more than $2 
million. 


Finally, the state will developa 
variety of neighborhood based pro- 
grams to help combat the problem. 
‘The state is planning programs such 
as a community-based probation 
Program that makes offenders ac- 
countable to the neighborhood as 
well as to the courthouse, an “acad- 
emy” to help adults strengthen their 
Parenting and a “community sum- 
mit” where young people, parents, 
neighborhood leaders and police can 
get together to discuss and develop 
answers to the problems facing the 
community. 

Del Tufo said, “A balance of 
community programs and fun de- 
terrent measures will go a long way 
toward applying the brakes to car 
theft.”
